Two hospital] 
trains, of the Great Southern and Great 
Northern Railways, respectively, ran from 
alongside the Glengorm Castle to the Ourragh 
and Belfast. In the wards of the southern 
special 120 sitting casés were accommodated, 
whilst the northern-bound train of six coaches 
carried 80 cot and 60 sitting cases. ‘The new 
covered gangways from the hospital ship to the 
transit shed on the North Wall Extension were 
used successfully for the first time on Saturday, 
and proved a great improvement on previous 
arrangements, the motor ambzlances being 
under shelter also whilst receiving the patienis 
at the end of the gangways. 

Dr. J. Lumsden, Director-in-Chief of the 
V.A.D. for Ireland (whieh iticludes the British 
Red Cross and &t. John Ambulance Societies), 
was in charge of the arrangements at the por4, 
and was assisted by a number of officers along- 
side the ship, whilst other members of the 
same organisations were on duty at the various 
city hospitals. The disembarkation, entraining, 
and transit to motor ambulances were carried 
out without the slightest confusion or hitch, and 
the hospital ship was completely unloaded in 
somewhat quicker fashion than on previous 
occasions. Special constables of the D.M..’. 
and the Harbour force, under their respective 
superintendents, preserved free passages for the 
motor ambulances and hospital trains, the 
general public not being permitted to encroach 
on the space at the North Wall Extension 
where the Glengorm Castle Was berthed. One 
hundred and eighteen orderlies of the Joint 
V.A.D. were listed for duty at the North Wall, 
and 147 at the various hospitals.

NECESSITY OF INCREASED HOME 
AND IRISH SUPPLIES. 


Much interesting information is contained in 
a report to the Committee on the Meat Supply 
of London by Mr. H. W. G. Millman, the 
Superintendent of the London Central Markets. 
Under all the circumstances, he does not think 
that meat is excessively dear in London. 

The quantities marketed in six months of the 
last three years compare as follows :—

Government control of Australasian meat has 
ustified iteelf. Unfortunately, the shortage 
ba Australia, owing to drought, has enabled 
liigher prices to be secured for supplies from 
foreign countries, which cannot be so controll led 
Mr. Millman thinks the present system 
trol is capable of greater economic development 
by way of direct distribution. 

“The simple, clear, and only way to immed 
ately relieve the existing tension,” says 
Millman, “ is to inérease importations from the 
main sources of supply, Colonial or foreign; but 
it is conceivable that a wider, more national 
view has to be taken. 

‘An increase in the meet-producing stock 
the United Kingdom,’’ he says, “ is imperative 
Before the war is over, and after, the Govern 
ment will probably find time to effectively en- 
courage end give continuous attention to the 
raising of live stock im the United Kingdom for 
meat production, and so render the population 
more independent of overseas supplies. As an 
instance, Ireland, properly developed and 
organised with abettoirs and chilling rooms 
established at suitable points in that country, 
should, in a few years, be in a position to supply 
direct a very great proportion of the beef re 
quired for the London market. The system of 
shipping Irish cattle to this country and subse- 
quently conveyance from market to market is 
antiquated. From an economic point of view, 
Ireland should enter into the dressed meat busi- 
ness Lo the fufiest possitie extent, aad so con- 
serve and increase her productive output.”

From an economic point of view Ireland 
should enter into the dressed meat busi- 
ness to the fullest possible extent, and so 
conserve and increase her productive out- 
put.” ‘These points, tersely put by Mr. 
Milman, were made with greater fulness 
by us and by many correspondents in our 
columns a few years ago, when the “ foot- 
and-mouth” restrictions disorganised the 
Irish cattle trade almost disastrously. We 
need not repeat all the arguments which 
can be adduced in favour of a dressed 
meat trade for Ireland at any time. We 
now invite attention to the special argu- 
ments which follow from consideration of 
our present affairs and our prospects after 
the war. In the war period Irish farmers 
have concentrated, with great immediate 
profit, on cattle-raising. So long as the 
war lasts it will be a profitable business 
for them, no matter how antiquated the 
methods. It will be foolish, however, to 
take no thought for the conditions which 
they will meet after the war: they may be 
worse for the Irish cattle industry as it 
is conducted at present than any that it 
has encountered in recent years. No 
scheme which promises a measure of sal- 
vation for the industry can, in wisdom, 
be ignored. The scheme to turn the trade 
into a dressed meat trade deserves the 
most serious attention. An experimental 
scheme of this kind a few years ago was 
wrecked, when success seemed to await it, 
by the opposition of the Dublin butchers. 
If Irish farmers come to believe that it 
is necessary for the life of the cattle in- 
Gustry in this country that it should be 
organised on the lines which Mr. Milman 
declares to be the right lines, the opposi- 
tion of a trade ought not to stand in the 
way of the scheme a second time. We 
hope that this matter will have earnest 
cohsideration at once—in the first place, 
because the conditions in which it would 
be a vital matter may be upon us very 
quickly, and, in the second place, because 
a new system will require the subscription 
of capital by the farmers themselves, and 
the farmers are now in a position to con- 
tribute capital.

This compulsion is 
removed by an Army Order which was 
issued on Friday last. It deletes the 
words “but not the upper lip,” from 
paragraph 1,696 of the King’s Regula- 
tions, which ran as follows :— 

“The hair of the head will be kept short. 

The chin and under lip will be shaved, but not 
the upper lip. Whiskers, if worn, will be 6f 
moderate length.”’ 
The new order will gratify thousands of 
our soldiers, for the moustache is falling 
out of favour in civil life... We foresee, 
however, a mixed reception for the 
addendwm which appears in our Military 
Intelligence to-day. - The moustache is 
no longer compulsory in the British Army, 
but for those who cling to it a certain 
condition is now defined. The most un- 
observant of our readers must have noticed 
of late the increasing popularity of a new 
kind of moustache among the younger 
officers and men of the New Armies. It 
may be described as the irreducible 
minimum of moustache—just a suspicion 
of hair beneath the nostrils, with the 
rest of the upper lip shaved inexorably 
clean. We cannot explain the purpose 
or popularity of this fashion; but the 
fact that it is known vulgarly as “the 
Charlie Chaplin moustache” may be a 
clue to its origin. We shall see it no 
more, for it has fallen under the ban of 
the War Office. Officers and men may be 
clean shaven or they may wear mous- 
taches, but the middle course of barely 
suggesting that the seeds of a mous- 
tache exist is eliminated. Our gallant 
lads must make the momentous choice 
between all or none.

The nervousness with regard to the mil- 
tary situation in Rumania, which is un- 
doubtedly general, does not appear to be 
shared by the military authorities them- 
selves. There has been grim fighting in 
the Dobrudja and across the Transyl- 
vanian Alps, and our Allies have received 
some oe blows. There is nothing in 
the situation, however, I am assured, that 
justifies the pessimism that prevails in 
certain quarters. 

King Constantine is still searching for 
a Prime Minister who will be agreeable 
both to himself and the Entente Powers, 
but, as he steadfastly refuses to summon 
M. Venezelos, he is not likely to be suc- 
cessful. Mr. Garvin, in the Observer, 
says that the present situation in Greece 
is intolerable, and is beginning to be 
more discreditable to the Allies than to 
the pro-German camarilla at Athens. In 
his judgment, the time has arrived “to 
shut the book of negotiation, to abandon 
King Constantine as he has abandoned 
Greece and his own territories, and to 
leave the Court régime once for all to the 
disastrous consequences of its acts.”

CO-OPERATION AND

For every three casualties, 
of all kinds, incarred by us im the engagement, 
we took two German prisoners; that is to say, 
the enemy’s permanent loss, in prisoners alone, 
was considerably greater than our permanent 
loss from all causes together. A visitor to 
Martinpuich, just after its capture on September 
15th, before the dead of either my were 
buried, was surprised to find the German 
uniforms far outnumbering the British on the 
crown of the ridge. It belied everything that 
one had learnt to believe about the relative ex- 
pensiveness of attack and defence. ?' —. 
Every British soldier feels that if his life is 
to be spent it will be made to go as far to- 
wards buying victory as one life can, and that 
victory is surely to be had at the present price 
in lives. That is all a soldier wants. He does 
not measure casualties absolutely, but always 
relatively to the achievement of which they 
are incidents. And, thus measured, he is satis- 
fied that our recent casualties are light. 
THE VALUE OF EXPERIENCE. . 
One of the causes of their recent decline is 
that he himselí has me a more expert 
soldier. As the South African War taught him 
te use cover, the present war has taught him 
how to advance safely under the fire of his own 
artillery, neither rushing so fast as to bump 
into our. barrage nor losing momentum in attack 
through excessive caution against over-running. 
The value of experience is shown by the excep- 
tionally low casualties, in recent engagements, 
of a particular division which has been — 
tionally long in action, altogether, since July 
1st. But the main cause of the general reduc- 
tion in our losses is the general advance in the 
Allied Armies of the science of attack. It has 
been a common and an equal advance, brought 
about by the most constant and generous inter- 
change of ideas, discoveries and inventions 
tween heads of departments in the French and 


| British Armies. One new expedient may origi- 


nate in one army and one in the other. But 
all are pooled, and it is a point of honour with 
each army to place its own “ finds” at the 
common service without making any claim for 
separate credit for finfling them. 

he minute and precise co-operation of artil- 
lery and infantry, the exact instruction of 
gunners by airmen before and during an at- 
tack, the scientific use of aerial photography— 
all these are developments in which ve ew 
persons, indeed, are qualified to say which of 
the Allied Armies has taken the lead at one 
moment or another; and those few would be 
the last to say it. Of course, in all adapta- 
tions of new improvements in tactics or 
strategy, regard must be had to national 
temperament. Of two methods, both good in 
themselves, one may be more congenial to the 
French character, and the other to the English. 
A wise commander, in either army, will act ac- 
cordingly, aiming rather at balance or cor- 
respondencé than at identity of practice. But 
every improvement of method, every form of 
dexterity newly acquired in either army is com- 
municated to the other, To that extent the 
two armies are one. 
For people at home this fact is sometimes a 
little obscured by our national habit of self- 
depreciation. We always find it a little difficult 
to believe that we can be acting sensibly. It 
would be a mistake to let this modest disposi- 
tion go so far as to underrate the equal, 
generous, and self-postponing comradeship of 
the French Army and our own in what may be 
called the research work of war, and in the 
skilful application of its results. The simul- 
taneous recent reduction, in both armies, of the 
rate of casualties ‘sustainéd, in proportion to 
military advantage secured, is the best proof 
os the brains of each army are doing their 
share.

VISITS BY RELATIVES TO 
PRISONERS OF WAR.

The Secretary of the War Office begs te 
announce that information has been received 
from Switzerland that the accommodation for 
relatives of British non-commissioned officers 
and men interned in that country is very 
limited, and that only fifty persons can bo 
accommodated at Chateau d’Oex and ten at 
Leysin, while no accommodation is available at 
present at Miirren. It is also intimated that 
children under the age of sixteen cannot be 
permitted to proceed to Switzerland. 

In these circumstances, the number of rela- 
tives proceeding to Chateau d’Oex and Leysin 
at any one time must be strictly limited, and 
none can be permitted to go to Mirren until! 
arrangements can be made for their accommo- 
dation there. It has accordingly been arrange 
that— 

(1) Only two relatives per prisoner can be 
allowed to go to Switzerland. 

(2) Children can in no circumstances 
mitted to go. 

(3) The prisoner of war shall himself select 
the relatives whom he wishes to visit him, and 
shall furnish their names and addresses to th» 
British Military Attaché in Switzerland, who 
will forward the names of those selected to the 
Prisoners of War Committee, under the Joint 
War Committees of the British Red Cross so 
ciety and Order of St. John of Jerusalem, 

(4) No individual will be allowed to occupy 
the rooms reserved for relatives of rrisoners of 
war for more than fourteen days.

According to the Vossische Zettung, the Kaiser 
visited Kovel for the first time last Thursday. 
His visit was quite sudden, and the town was 
decorated in feverish haste to receive him. He 
arrived at seven in the evening, and on leaving 
the train went with a quick, elastic step 
towards Prince Leopold of Bavaria, who had 
previously arrived with his Chief of General 
Bia8. General von Linsingen and General 
Bernhardi, with his stail, were also present. 
After distributing some decorations, the Kaiser 
inspected detachments from the troops of 
General Bernhardi’s divisions, composed of 
Germans, Austrians, Hungarians, and Poles. 
The Kaiser shook hands with several soldiers, 
and addressed them, saying that he brought 


greetings from the western front. He expressed 
regret that he could not go to each individual | 
soldier, and, therefore, he greeted the-represen- | 
tatives of the brave troops fighting round | 
Kovel. He concluded—“ God will be further | 
with you and biess your arms.” 

General Bernbardi replied, expressing thanks 
and unshakable loyalty. 

The Kaiser then journeyed further to Vladimir 
Volynsky. 

According to the German Press the Kaiser 
has sent the following letter to General von 
Linsingen:—“ My Dean GENERAL vor Lix- 
sINGEN,—The army group under your command, 
in which German and Austro-Hungarian troops 
are united in loyal comradeship, has won im- 
mortal glory in the long and heavy weeks of 
fighting in defence of the eastern front, on 
which it holds out unshaken at especially en- 
dangered points. The courage aud tenacity 
with which your brave troops face again and 
again the onsets of an enemy far superior in 
numbers, and cause them bloodily to fail, are 
worthy of all praise. To you, my dear General, 
belongs the merit of never failing, forceful, 
‘methodical leadership, and provident circum- 
spection. I wish, therefore, to-day to give ex- 
pression to my satisfaction and grateful recog- 
nition by appointing you, while leaving you, 
a la suite of the Grenadier Regiment, King 
William IV., to be Chief of the Second Hane- 
verian Regiment Number 74. I know it will 
certainly be agreeable to your wishes to be 
associated for ever with the brave regiment of 
your Hanoverian home, which has been tried in 
battle under your eyes.”

O'Shee, MP. and Denis Kilbride, M.P. Resole- 
tions were passed, one of which condemned “the 
insidious attempts that are being made by the 
enemies of Ireland to induce the Goverument 
to introduce conscription.” 

Mr. Meehan said that as to conscription, it 
was always the attitude of the Irish party to 
oppose it tooth and nail. (Cheers.) They would 
now oppose it tooth and nail.

applied. (Cheers.) Oonscription was a law that 
ought only to be passed by the Governmnet of 
a people when that people were self governed. 
Ireland was not yet self governed, therefore 
they denied the right of the Imperial Parliement 
while postponing the putting into operation of 
the Home Rule Act to come and say to the men 
of the Irish race, “ You shall go whether you 
like it or not.” 

Mr. Denis Kilbride said that for months past 
had been reading theZrish Times and occasionally 
the Belfast Unionist papers.

CLAIMS OF COUNTY DUBLIN 
FARMERS. 


Correspondence has taken place between Mr. 
J. J. Claney, &.C., and Mr. H. W. 
Forster, M.P., regarding the conditions atiend- 
ing the purchase of hay for the Army in Ire- 
land. In his opening letter, Mr. Clancy urges 
that the circumstances of some parts of lre- 
land, including the County of Dublin, cannot 
have received the attention they deserve from 
the military authorities when they fixed the 
terms of purchase for those districts. Owin 

to the mee Ree the agricultural portion o 

County Dublin the metropolitan market, the 
rents are higher than for similar land farther 
away, and the annuities paid ye purchasers 
under thé Land Acts are higher than the 
average. The rates and the cost of production 
in County Dublin are also higher. To deny the 
farming community of such a district an open 
market for their produce is a serious injustice, 
and yet (writes Mr. Clancy) this is what is being 
done, or about to be done, by fixing e& price for 
the hay required which is much below the 
market price. Portion of the sort of hay re- 
quired by the military authorities is precisely 
that which has always been used for home con- 
sumption, and owing to the drought which 
prev some time ago that particular class 
of hay is BA LS noon | 75 per cent. 
this s@ason than it has n usually. 

In his reply, Mr. Forster points out that the 
prices to w paid for hay in Ireland were 
settled in eareful consultation with the agri- 
cultural interests in Ireland, in particular with 


| the Dublin farmers. 


Mr. Clancy, efter consulting some repre- 
sentative farmers in County Dublin on Mr. 
Forster's letter, wrote to Mr. Forster a further 
letter, in which he called attention to the fact 
that Mr. Forster had said nothing as to whether 
the military authorities, in the matter of the 
purchase of hay, regarded the right of appeal, 
which last year lay from the action of the 
agents of the War Office as abolished; and 
further pointed out that he had forgotten to 
deal with the question of an open market for 
surplus hay. Mr. Clancy strongly protested 
against anyone being regarded as a representa- 
tive of the farming interest who was not de- 
puted as such at an open meeting called for the 
purpose, and said that although a maximum 
price had been fixed it was never paid. He en- 
closed 3 statement of the farmers’ case and 
demands, and asked to have their grievances 
removed with as little delay as possible. The 
farmers’ case is summarised as follows :— 
(i.) The farmers ask to be allowed to sell hay 
not required by the military in open market to 
highest bidder. i.) The maximum prices 
should be paid to the farmers. (iii.) Clause 5 
(dealing with the baling of hay) should be de- 
leted. (iv.) The rate of interest should be in- 
ereased to 6 per cent. 

Mr. Forster's reply from the War Office, 
dated 3rd October, promises an early reply to 
Mr. ~— on the various points which he has 
raised.

IRELAND AND THE WAR. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—It is quite unnecessary for anyone to 
say a word in praise of the splendid series of 
articles on Irish recruiting which have been 
published in the Jrish Times during the past 
few weeks. They speak so eloquently in their 
own behalf, with an enefgy, outspokenness, 
and power of expression which could not be ex- 
celled, but was badly wanted. These articles 
should have brought conviction to any mind 
which had the capacity to think, the brains 
te understand, or the common-senge to grasp 
the fatal consequences to the good name of 
Ireland, and to the best interests of the country, 
if the advice so properly tendered to the Irish 
people by a great and fearless Irish journal 
failed to find general acceptance. 

In order to illustrate the vicious reasoning 
followed by many Irishmen as regards this 
great question of Irish military service, I may, 
perhaps, be allowed to give the substance of 
an interview I had with an old Nationalist 
friend of mine, who came to see me not long 
ago, and was rather inclined to challenge the 
views on this subject I had recently expressed 
in a letter to the Jrish Times. His view was: 
First, Irishmen have done more than their 
duty, and supplied their full quota of men to 
the war. 

Segond, they have not the same interest in 
the success of the war as Englishmen or 
Scotsmen. 

Third, the majority of Irishmen are indignant 
at the severity shown in the suppression of the 
Sinn Fein rebellion. ’ 

I took these objections categorically, and J 
showed my friend, first, “that Ireland had 
571,000 men within the military age; that, 
deducting 40 per cent. as unfit for military ser- 
vice, she had 343,000 splendid men available, 
probably the material for the best soldiers in 
the world. Out of this number, at the most, 
she had sent 105,000 men to the front, whereas 
al! the countries engaged in this war had sent 
every available man that could be spared. 
France and Belgium had as great agricultural 
interests as Ireland—probably greater—yet 
they kept no men of military age to till the 
fields. 

Second, Irishmen have a greater interest in 
the success of -this war than England; Scot: 
land, or the Colonies, because, if the Huns won, 
they would very quickly destroy the land pur- 
chase settlement. It is by no means likely 
that they would continue to lend the Irish 
farmer the money to purehase his farm at 
3; per cent. interest, buying out the fee- 
simple in 68 years. The interest would pro- 
bably be raised to 7 or 8 wer cent., almost 
trebling the rent. They would also interfere 
with our s of education, and remove the 
influence of the Churches in this direction. They 
would also greatly increase taxation, so as to 
pay the interest necessary, not alone on our 
various war loans, but on theirs as well. They 
would also see to it that the labourers had to 
pay the full value for their cottages and 
attached land, and they would enforce with a 
hand of iron, without the silk glove, their stern 
régime of law and order. They would not long 
tolerate the happy-go-lucky administration of 
our local magistrates, but would enforce their 
own methods, without let or hindrance. 

Third, the lamentable Sinn Fein rebellion 
was in reality suppressed with extraordinary 
gentleness and consideration for those foolish, 
idealistic young men who sg tashly, and with- 
out reason, plunged their country, which. I 
know they loved “not wisely, but too well,” 
into one of the most deplorable positions it is 
possible. to conceive, o doubt, there were 
some sad exhibitions of laxity and injustice, 
suen as the shooting of Mr. 8 d 
companions in misfortune; but there is on 
record no similar. outbreak. which was so 

uickly and effectively suppressed with such 

ight suffering to those who occasioned the
